THE SUICIDE OF A FOREIGNER IN 
OAGE-STREET. 
Becerra 
Cononer's Inquiry. 


. The.Coroner, Me. N. G. MMtchell-Tnnes, held 
an inquest yesterday afternoon at the Mortuary, 
on the body of Carl Stromblad, described as a 
Swede, who mot his death at No. 2, Gage-street, 
early on Sunday morning; from -a revolver shot 
fired by himself through the heart. The jary 
was oomposed of Messrs, J. Edgar, C. A. Ozorio, 
and @.

The first. witness called was Dr. Marques, who 
Said that the body was that of a European atoat 
forty yeara of ago.

and crabs. That is tho man we find afterwards, 
in poiseaulon of thia junk and the cargo of galt, 
‘and who deals largely .in salt, saltpetre, and 
groand-nuts, He bad bléssomed out into a fall 
blown merchant.. Now you have eithor to take 
one thing or the other—either that ho was in 
possession of the junk, or that he was this poor 
fisherman .and  nevér did trade in Hongkong. 
But wo know he did trads in Hongkong, and 
here he is, aud quite lately the jank was hare and 
the salt likewise.
